annual survey of domestic expenses through income 
tax returns; others because spring housecleaning is 
the order of the day. At any rate many a hofiae- 
hold has been assembling and weeding out the bills 
and receipts which have accumulated over the past 
12 months, preparatory to piling up a new lot in the 
coming months. 

It is with mixed feel ngs that most people go 
over these records of past outlay. So much for so 
little. Or is.it'.’ Anyway the cremation which follows 
deserves a special ceremony. There, encompassed in 
that sheaf of papers already yellowing, is a story 
of endeavor; of heart beats, life blood and vitality 
expended; of physical and mental exhaustion. And 
to what purpose? Just for the purpose of keeping 
alive, and keeping bills paid up so that youi credit 
will be good to keep alive another spell. 

A\most everything which goes into the material 
makeup of one year of life is encompassed in those 
perishable bits of paper. It is a record of small tri¬ 
umphs, of economy, of sudden crashing expense; the 
tecord of throe meals a day of clothing and hous¬ 
ing; of heating, lighting and water; of teeth and ton¬ 
sils and the care thereof. Not a very impressive 
story and rerta'nly not high adventure, but carrying 
with il a humble satisfaction. 

After all most of us live on a humdrum, circum¬ 
scribed plane in which our most valiant efforts go 
"into keep ng ourselves and those dependent upon 
us in decent standing. Our own self-respect, and a 
great part of our happiness are bound up in our 
ability to pay our way. In such a sense all receipt¬ 
ed bills are a solace to our pride. They testify that 
in some way or other we have managed to And the 
cash for the food we have eaten, the clothes we have 
worn and the comfort of a home. 

Though this record, embracing plain necessities, 
does not cover the entire process of living, it is pret¬ 
ty much the theme song of the average life. The 
business of acquiring these bits of paper marked 
“paid in full" has occupied our main thought and 
energy, with other impulses holding minor place. It 
doesn't seem an inspiring showing for one year of 
living. 

But this record does have its limitations. It does 
not include the richer satisfactions of life. No note is 
mad% of tlye many kindnesses thrown in for goodwill 
in all the year’s transactions. There are no receipts 
for hours of friendly association and companionship, 
or for the joy that has been taken-in one’s work. 

There is nothing to show the sympathy received 
in time of soi row, the help given in time of trouble 
No record of encouragi g words, joking ex¬ 
changes and the gay greetings that are our comm*,, 
currency. These are the intangible realities of life; 
the untaxable, untouchable assets pf living which 
. make all the struggle worth while. 

After all this sheaf of dusty perishable papers 
represents only the bondage of our physical living,' 
serious, sad, almost overwhelming at times.

On Wednesday, March 12th, the proprietory 
electors of Vulcan gave their approval to the 
water-sewer project by, authorizing the town to 
issue debentures in the total amount of $173,000 
to finance the cost of installing waterworks and a 
sewage disposal system. 

This was the climax of over a year’s work and 
preparation on the part of the town council. ■ Pro¬ 
gress on the project will still be slow, due to the 
scarcity of sewage pipe, but the way isTIbW clear 
to get the wheels in motion. It is the intention of 
the town council to secure the necessary piping 
and other materials before calling for contracts, 
thus avoiding unexpected and costly delays when 
construction does start. 

At the recent meeting, Mr. Davis of the engin¬ 
eering firm of Davis and -Ripley, explained the 
supply situation very thoroughly. Water pipe can 
lie supplied within about two months of placing the 
order, but at the present time sewer pipe delivery 
from the plant in Medicine Hat takes '16 or 17 
months. The supply situation may, of course, im¬ 
prove this year, but a safe estimate would place 
the fall of 1948 as the time when Vulcanites could 
expect the system to be in operation. 

There would be no advantage in installing the 
water system first. In fact, there would be dis¬ 
advantages, chief of which would be the increased 
contractors’ costs. Water and sewer pipe ditches, 
although separate, should be dug at the same time 
to keep costs down and generally simplify the 
job of laying out the two systems.’ Also, if water 
was installed first the present method of sewage 
disposal would be inadequate, as the usage of 
water would increase to 30 og 40 gallons of water 
per day per person. Thus it is wise to be patient, 
with the reward being a complete and satisfactory 
water and sewage system. 

Ratepayers should understand that the increase 
in taxes effected last year is a temporary measure 
The money derived from the extra levy for the 
next two or three years is set up in a’ separate 
account and pays for preliminary costs such as 
engineers’ fees, publication of by-laws, etc., and 
expenses incurred before the system is in full op¬ 
eration. Once the estimated number-of water and 
sewer users are being served the frontage assess¬ 
ment and service charges will pay all operating 
and debenture costs.

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Tasks of Members of 
Curling Rink Defined

I'eriodicaly some sport enthus¬ 
iast diagnoses the game of curling 
with details on the duties and priv¬ 
ileges of each man on the rink. 

From Port Arthur comes an out¬ 
line of the part each man plays. 

.A Lowly Person 

The Lead—This is a very lowly 
person who heaves the first pair of 
rocks, and is supposed to thank the 
Deity once each day that he even 
exists, let alone be ng allowed to 
curl at anytime. 

All curlers have served this per¬ 
iod of apprenticeship and it is a 
remarkable fact that ninety per 
:ent. of them have never served 
long enough. He always addresses 
the skip as “Sir” anil the third man 
a- ‘‘Mister.’ 

This Lead person is supposed to 
see that the four pairs of stones 
are cleaned and on the ice five min¬ 
utes before the game is to start. 
He must do no less than seventy- 
five per cent of the sweeping; he 
is expected to keep the skip fully- 
supplied with cigarettes and to pur 
chase at least one bottle of Scotch 
essence per diem. This is to be 
consumed by the rest of the rink 
and the skip of the opposing rink 
if he be defeated. Just one drink 
per defeated skip. 

He is not allowed over the hog 
line—except when sweeping. He is 
not experienced enough to have 
alibis. His curling must be per¬ 
fect or he is blamed for the loss of 
all games in which his rink suf¬ 
fers defeat. He may tell the sec¬ 
ond man what he thinks of the 
skip, but no one else. After many 
years he may become a skip if he 
survives the sarcasm of his asr 
sociates. 

Another Mere Man 

The Second Player—This person 
is but one degree removed from 
the lead. He is expected to do rii- 
teen per cent of the sweeping. He, 
also, like the lead, is expected to 
keep the skip supplied with cigar¬ 
ettes, and the third man with 
the rock he is supposed to plaster 
matches. He must at all times get 
—otherwise he is blamed for the 
loss of all games. 

His chief duty is to see that the 
lead don’t forget to purchase the 
bottle before the game, and in cas¬ 
es of emergency to assist the lead 
in financing the purchase of the 
article. He is the one who is al¬ 
lowed to insult the lead—the third 
man and the skip considering it 
beneath-their dignity to address 
cither of them in conversation, ex¬ 
cept in cases of apparent over¬ 
sight, where’s the bottle ? 

A Superior Gentleman 
The Third Player—This gentle¬ 
man is in a class iby himself, al¬ 
ways. He gould skip the rink, in 
fact, he could always skip it better 
than the skip doing the job now. 
He assumes an air of superiority 


missed. 

He is the person who uses the 
chalk to mark up the points made 
by his rink (if any). He gives the 
skip an occasional cigarette, lends 
him a match; and gives him a lot' 
of unsolicited advice, and generally 
embarrasses and befuddles the 
skip as much as possible, so when 
the game is lost he can say with 
some apparent justification that 
he should be skipping. 

The highest compliment you can 
pay a third man is to tell him that 
he should be a skip. They admit it, 
always,.but labor on'with an air of 
martyrdom in the good of the 
cause. 

He. on occasion, can offer faint 
words of praise if the skip, by 
super-human effort, has managed 
to pull the end out of a mess. He 
never, no never, admits that his 
recks have been misplayed by him¬ 
self. His work is always perfec¬ 
tion. If there has been a lapse, it 
Js the fault of the sweepers, or 
Rtoss mis judgment on the part of 
the skip. 

A Great Man 

The Skip.—He is the gentleman 
sportsman .who gets up the rime, 
often sacrificing valuable time iu 
the interest “and entertainment of 
the three other curlers who make 
up his crew. He does none of the 
sweeping. He merely holds the 
broom and his own temper while 
the rest of the rink miss the one 
and strain the other. He is sup¬ 
posed to be experienced and must 
make all the decisions. He must 
keep a stiff upper lip and not blush 
when he overhears the rest of his 
rink giving his character reading 
to various on-lookers. 

He must draw to the button, by- 
fractions of inchesi He must play 
a runner with one shot and a draw 
with the next. He must take out 
four Stones with one shot, then lay 
on the button and generally make 
himself useful—all the time know¬ 
ing that if he wins, his rink gets 
the credit, and if he loses, he alone 
bears the blame. 

He must have the patience of 
Job and the aggressiveness of Na¬ 
poleon. But he must never con. 
plain or he'll be classed as a poor 
sport. Life with him is “just one 
crisis after another. He generally 
finds himself without a friend af¬ 
ter the season is over. We ask your 
sympathy for the poor old skip¬ 
per.—North American Curling

L That no dog or hitch shall be permitted to run at large 
within the Town ol Vulcan unless accompanied by and under 
the control of tho owner, harborer or possessor of said dog or 
bitch. 

2. That for any infraction of this by-law said dog or bitch 
may be impounded by any person and confined in the Town 
Pound, where the same shall be kept confined for three days 
unless the owner, possessor or harborer shall pay to the pound- 
keeper the sum of three dollars each for each dog or bitch so 
confined. 

3. That any dog or bitch not redeemed as aforesaid within 
three days shall be sold by. the Pound-keeper or Constable to 
any person paying for such dog or bitch the sum of not less 
than three dollars, and in the event of such dog or bitch not 
being sold within six -days after being first impounded, the 
Constable shall destroy said dog or bitch. 

All dogs are required to wear collars with metal licence of 
cuirent year attached thereto.

In addition 
there are hundreds of miles of ex¬ 
cellent trails leading to specially 
attractive spots, as well as the 
Jasper-Banff Highway which is 
probably one of the most scenic 
reads in the world. All of those 
-parks are game preserves 
v.ith the result that game has mul¬ 
tiplied.and becomes so tame as to 
be an additional attraction. Of the 
scenery, perhaps it might be as 
well \o admit that it almost beg¬ 
gars description. Great mountains, 
many of them snow-capped, great 
glaciers, rushing torrents, rapids

The argument is tfliat stocking 
with rainbow has not resulted suc¬ 
cessfully, because the rainbow tend 
to seek outlet to the sea. They 
ecme down the river seeking ever 
lower waters. Authorities have 
found that rainbow do not volun¬ 
tarily remain in water at 3000 foot 
level if they can reach lower alti¬ 
tude. The Calgary experience is 
that practically all rainbow stocked 
west of the city have worked their 
way east and are rarely caught in 
the waters west of the city. 

It is claimed that a solution of 
the major problem of trout deple¬ 
tion is by concentrating on cut 
throat in all restocking. 

The explanation of heavy stock 
ing of rainbow is that they are re 
parried as a fine fighting type very 
popular amongst anglers. Mr. 
Watkins, fisheries inspector, is pre¬ 
pared to study recommendatinnn 
for cutthroats with a view to stock¬ 
ing with the native fish.

J. J. Frawley, the Alberta coun¬ 
sel, brought out discrepancies in 
freight charges as between east 
and west in the course of the 
Transport Board hearings at Ot¬ 
tawa. 

The rate on carload lumber 
shipped 764.9 miles from Vancouv¬ 
er to Edmonton, according to Mr. 
l'rawley’s figures, was 54 cents for 
100 pounds. From Mont Laurier, 
Que., to Sault Ste. Marie, Ont.— 
740.2 miles—the rate was 29V4 
cents. 

Difference in Fruit 

Fresh fruit shipped 305 miles 
from Kelowna, B.C. to Banff, went 
at the rate of 87 cents for 100 
pounds, subject to minimum ship¬ 
ments. From Hamilton to Pem¬ 
broke, Ont., a distance of 304 miles 
the rate was 35 cents. 

Another submission showed com¬ 
parative rates on certain quantities 
of carload baking-powder as be¬ 
tween points in eastern Canada and 
Calgary or Edmonton against the 
rate to Vancouver. 

To Calgary or Edmonton the 
rate on baking-powder, subject to 
minimum shipments, was $2.33 for 
100 pounds. From the same east¬ 
ern points to Vancouver the rate 
was $1.70. The rate on barbed wire 
to the Alberta points was $1.98 
compared with $1.25 to Vancouver. 


There is cool audacity in Stal¬ 
in’s hesitancy about completing 
an agreement with Britain be¬ 
cause it might look like prepara¬ 
tion for war, and his organ’s 
anger because Canada and the 
United States are co-operating 
for common defence.

Wheat Deal Is 
Striking Snags

ern farmers are reported unwill 
ing to sail their wheat at sacrifice 
prices and both country deliveries 
and exports are falling sharply. 

Growers do not appear excited 
about the government filling its 
contract and they were never in 
better financial position to hold 
their whaat back indefinitely. If by 
doing so they force cancellation or 
drastic revision of this ill-advised 
agreement there will he few tears 
shed. 

We can’t expect to sell wheat to 
Britain at one price and to our 
other customers at another very 
much higher. They certainly won’t 
like this sort of dealing and will go 
elsewhere for their supplies if they 
possibly can. And actually, under 
the agreement, there is nothing to 
prevent Britain reselling them 
some of our bargain wheat and ar 
whatever price she pleases. There 
would seem to be absolutely on hope 
of goodwill surviving in the atmos¬ 
phere which this agreement 
threatens to create and goodwill is 
e.'-sent'al in any successful com¬ 
mercial transaction. 

At best the agreement appear? 
a clumsy attempt to combine sen¬ 
timent and business. As in many 
another mixture . the flavors ol 
both ingredients have been lost. If 
it. was decided that we should make 
a gift of wheat to Britain, then it 
should be a gift, from the whole 
Canadian people, not just from the 
Prairie wheat farmers. If we are 
going to sell wheat, then the same 
pr'ce should apply to all buyers. 

It is to be hoped that this wheat 
dea’ is not used as a pattern for 
handling other basic exports, like 
lumber, metals and newsprint. We 
can’t afford to jeopardize this vital

“Sometimes people wno 
find that certain medicines help 
them, are tempted to exceed the 
specified dosage. They forget thas 
recommended doses of medicine 
are based on known body reactions 
to the constituents.” 


The Gresham law that the bad 
will displace the good, or rather 
that the base will dislodge the 
genuine applies to words as well 
as coins.

The wise ones never say they 
would change the government by 
radical means—the change would 
be made on “liberal principles:’’ 
It serves their purpose also to 
class their opponents as Tories. 
They themselves are the liberal 
and progressive elements. All the 
others are "reactionaries.”
